__ dialogue , our relaxation of export controls on technology, 
and other bilateral matters . I will cover some bilateral 
issues in my meeting with Vice Foreign Minister Zhang 
Wen jin. 

3 II. SETTING ' 

- As the guest, you should lead off on most issues, 
especially during the first meeting. Huang will 

o undoubtedly come down very hard on the~TaIwan issue. To 
the exte nt possible , it fits your purpose to listen to — 
Huang, to try to cool him down a bit on certain Taiwan 
side-issues, and to defer substantive discussion on our 
bilateral differences on Taiwan until your meeting with 
Den 9- As y^r first presentation in China, the record of 
your meetings with Huang will be eagerly and immediately 
read by Deng and the other leaders with whom you will meet.

1- Convey our determination to counter Soviets : Your 
main purpose is to impress upon the Chinese that we are 
pursuing a comprehensive policy to counter Soviet and 
Soviet-pr oxy expansionism , including steps to buil d "up 
gefense capabilities , to strengthen our alliance 
relationships, and to deny the Sovie ts opportunities f 
rurtner strategic gains t "

2 *. Lay Basis for More Effective Coordina tion with 
China in strategicall y critical Areas : xou will want to 
lay trie 5asis tor m ore ettective coordinati on of US and 
Chinese policies in tnird areas, particularly Southwest 
and Southeast Asia. Our respective polic ies toward 
Afghanistan, Pakistan and'ino'ia should bo ^i BW , B cJ in 
de P th ' Particularly in view of Huang's own trip to India 
in late June. You should discuss Vietnam and Kampuc hea 
in the context of your ASEAN and ANZUS trip s, growing 
Chinese, ASEAN and US support tor a united risLtin e l .

Huang will certainly raise th e issue of changes In our 
African policy. You should also raise our two main

some outstanaing traae, eeononm and other bilateral 
mat|e£s you may indicate that I will be d iscussing some 
Dilateral issues — i.e. Embassy premises and housinq 
neeas — separately with Vice Foreign Minister Zhang? 

4 ; Seek Moderation o n Taiwan : Huang w ill take a 
very harcposition o n the TaiwarT issue. You will want to 
reassure Huang or our commitminT to the norma lization 
understandings, assure"him that the President and you 

Li ee ^L U . nders£ and Chlne * e sensitivities , and ask that the 
Chinese not tall into the trap of respbnding to every 
Taiwan propaganda initiative on US-China-Taiwan relations.
